Banft.—J. Bb. Harkin, Commis- 
sioner of National Parks, has an- 
nounced that the formal opening o! 
the Banff-Windermere Road, work 
en which was concluded last year, 
will take place on June 30. The 
ceremony is to be held at Vermillion 
Constteg, half way between Banff 
and indermere, motors Jeaving 
both ends of the road early in the 
morming to meet at that place. The 
sbggestion has been made by R. R. 
Bruce, of Invermere, that the Noe- 
tional Park be named “Columbia 
Nationa) Park,” and the road lead- 
ing up the Columbia Valley from 
the boundary to Golden be named 
the “Canadian Columbia Highway.’ 


St. Thomas, Untario—Work nas 
been commenced on the construction 
of an extension to the present C.P.R. 
yards east of the city, in the form 
of an 800-foot repair track ct an ex- 
penditure of approximately $35,000.
